It will be interesting to note the result of the 
fluoridation plebiscites being held at various towns 
and cities this fall in conjunction with the forth¬ 
coming civic elections. 

Now that only a simple majority is required in¬ 
stead of the two-thirds majority previously needed 
there is a far better chance of such a plebiscite being 
successful. 

Residents of Vulcan enjoyed the benefits of 
natural fluoridation at just about the recommended 
dosage of one part per million right up until the 
water supply was switched from wells to the river 
and, according to dentist Dr. F. R. Schneider, the in¬ 
cidence of tooth cavities, particularly in people who 
were bom and grew up here, was much lower than 
in areas where the water contained no sodium 
fluoride, which is one of the most common sources 
of fluorine. 

Earlier this year the matter of fluoridation of 
Vulcan’s water supply was discussed at a meeting of 
the town council but no definite decision was made to 
hold a plebiscite this year. The normal and most con¬ 
venient time for holding such a plebiscite would be 
in conjunction with the annual civic elections, so it 
appears that Vulcanites will not have the opportunity 
this year of expressing their wishes in this matter. 

Based on Claresholm’s estimated costs, the cost 
of approved equipment for fluoridating the water 
supply would be under $1,000 and the yearly cost per 
person would be 10 cents for sodium silicofluoride to 
be added to the water at the rate of 1.0 to 1.2 p.p.m. 
Vulcan’s population is roughly 1,700 so the cost per 
year would be only about $170. 

This is a pretty low cost for such an important 
health measure. We trust that town council will give 
serious consideration to the holding of a fluoridation 
plebiscite at the earliest opportunity.

INDOOR BULB PLANTING 

Indoor bulbs should be planted 
in late September or early Octo¬ 
ber, says P. D. McCalla, Super¬ 
visor of Horticulture with the Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture 
Those that should be planted at 
this time included tulips, hyacinths, 
daffodils, narcissus, amaryllis, cro¬ 
cus and freesians. 

For an effective display of 
tulips, Mr. McCalla suggests plant¬ 
ing four or five bulbs in a seven- 
inch pot. A similar effect can be 
obtained with three daffodil or 
hyacinth bulbs. In the case of 
smaller bulbs, such a s freesians 
and crocus, 10 to 12 in a pot make 
an attractive display. 

Use good garden loam to which 
has been added a leaf-mound or 
acid peat and sand. Put a few 
stones or pieces of broken crockery 
over the hole in the bottom of 
the pot to ensure good drainage. 

Press the soil firmly round the 
bulbs and leave about a n inch 


of space at the top of the pot for 
watering. Water the bulbs well, 
and then put them away in a dark 
place where the temperature is 
about 40 F. They should be in¬ 
spected about once a week to see 
if they need watering. 

Covering the bulbs with news¬ 
paper, dark cloth or a similar 
material will keep out the light 
and facilitate good root develop¬ 
ment, essential for good blooms 
The length of time it takes the 
roots to develop varies with the 
different types of bulbs, but three 
to four months is usually long 
enough. Tulips and hyacinths can 
be left in a cool dark place until 
they have two inches of leaf 
growth. Make the transition from 
the cool dark room to a bright 
warm one gradually, says Mr. 
McCalla, and keep the flowers out 
of direct sunlight to minimize 
bleaching. 

Some people put their flower 
pots in a one to one-and-a-half 
foot hole in the ground and leave 
them there until early in Decem¬ 
ber. If the bulbs are well soaked 
with water and covered with dry 
leaves, or other debris, they 
usually do well under these 
conditions. 

Mr. McCalla strongly advises 
bulb growers to get their bulbs 
from nurserymen, seed-houses or 
frnrden supply centres. So-called 
bargains in bulb purchases rarely 
prove successful.

This year, a random selection of a limited number of grouse j 
permits and deer licences allowing persons to hunt in Camp 
Wainwright under certain restrictions will be made from all 
valid applications received from Alberta residents. “Resident” 
means a person who has resided in the Province for a period 
of one year immediately prior to the date of application for 
a license. 

Before applying for a permit or a license it Is necessary to 
have a 1966 Wildlife Certificate. A group of hunters, up to 
a maximum of four, who wish to hunt grouse on the same 
two-day period allowable and deer on the same one-day period 
allowable may submit their applications in one envelope. The 
choice of dates are to be indicated in order of preference on 
the back of the application envelope. Each applicant is al¬ 
lowed only one application. 

Each applicant who is not drawn on the dates or date of his 
first choice has an equal opportunity to be selected on his 
second choice, etc. All applications must be submitted on 
special forms available only at Provincial Fish and Wildlife 
offices. As illegible or incomplete applications do not qualify 
it is Important to carefully read the instructions.

ment Party was going to be tom 
apart over the delay in the medi¬ 
care legislation,” to mention only 
two. Life, however, is full of sur¬ 
prises, and neither of these pre¬ 
dictions have taken place to date, 
nor, indeed, have most of the 
other prophecies. In fact, Parlia¬ 
ment has been proceeding about 
its work in a rapid and business¬ 
like manner. 

The principal items of work to 
be covered between now and 
Christmas are as follows: 

(1) The amendments to the 
Bank Act, is a very complex piece 
of legislation and which is pre¬ 
sently being considered in great 
detail by the Banking and Com¬ 
merce Committee. The raising of 
the 6 % interest rate on bank 
loans has now become the policy 
of the Liberal Government and 
this will be opposed by many, in¬ 
cluding myself. 

(2) Legislation to set up a 
Board to assist with the storage 
and transportation of feed grain 
to Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia. 

(3) The Medicare Bill will, un¬ 
doubtedly, cause some fireworks 
because of the Government's de¬ 
lay in implementing the measure 
for one year, viz. July 1, 1968, 
instead of July 1, 1967, and als*. 
because many of the details of the 
legislation are very controversial. 
In addition, only two small Pro¬ 
vinces have, at the moment, agreed 
to participate in the Government's 
plan. This, in itself, will make the 
plan almost ineffective (even if 
passed by Parliament). 

(4) The major controversy will 
almost certainly concern the sub¬ 
ject of Unification of the Armed 
Forces. Most persons are in agree¬ 
ment that INTEGRATION is a 
good idea, but UNIFICATION is 
another matter altogether. 

In the first place, no one seems 
to know exactly what the Defence 
Minister means by "unification,” 
and any requests for Information 
in this regard have only been met 
with vague and somewhat con¬ 
tradictory answers. 

(5) The Government's Broad¬ 
casting legislation is also likely to 
cause considerable controversy. For 
many years the CBC has never 
oeen given a through examination 
by Parliament, and it has become 
increasingly evident that very 
deep troubles beset this organiza¬ 
tion. Earlier this year there was 
the big row over the program, 
“This Hour has Seven Days.” Only 
last week, Mr. Ouimc-t, who had 
just been re-appointed Head o f 
the CBC at a $40,000-a-year 
salary, suddenly resigned his post, 
without any very adequate expla¬ 
nation. Many persons are becom¬ 
ing increasingly disturbed by the 
apparently deliberate policy of the 
CBC in presenting only one side 
of, the question in controversial 
matters of great public concern. 

( 6 ) Amendments to the National 
Housing Act to increase the 
amount of money for home build¬ 
ing loans, plus a new provision 
for loans to improve existing 
homes. 

(7) The completion of approval 
of the Government's spending esti¬ 
mates. There are, of .course, some 
other minor pieces of legislation 
of a routine nature. 

All in all, it looks like a very 
busy, important find productive 
session.

FRUIT, VEGETABLE 
LABELLING CHANGE 

Canada's Department of Agricul¬ 
ture Fruit and Vegetable Division 
has announced an amendment to 
labelling regulations that will 
give consumers a more precise in¬ 
dication of tlie amount contained 
in cans of processed fruits and 
vegetables. 

Although’ declarations of con¬ 
tent by the industry have con¬ 
formed to federal regulations, fruit 
and vegetable processors as t li e 
result of the amendment will show 
a lower amount of content on the 
labels on some size of cans. 

The change is aimed at meeting 
conditions arising from technolo¬ 
gical improvements in processing. 
High speed filling, particularly 
with liquids has made it difficult 
to fill containers completely und 
many products, canned at big li 
temperatures, shrink after sealing 
and cooling. 

The new declaration will allow 
for these factors and will show 
the amount in containers at time 
of purchase by consumers. They 
will show minimum amounts, and 
in some cases actual content may 
exceed that shown on the label. 

Container sizes and tWP amount 
of product in each will remain 
unchanged, it is emphasized by the 
Division.

Understanding is a vital part 
of the treatment of cerebral 
palsy and, to help pa-ents 
recognize and understand the 
problems of a child striken 
with this disease, counselling 
services are provided at cere¬ 
bral palsy clinics maintained 
by the Alberta Department 
of Public Health. Here, quali¬ 
fied specialists examine sus¬ 
pected cases and recommend 
treatment in the clinic or at 
home. Where home treat¬ 
ment is decided upon, par¬ 
ents are instructed in the 
necessary techniques and 
provided with literature and 
equipment required for the 
treatment prescribed. In ad¬ 
dition to cerebral palsy 
Clinics, the Department also 
maintains clinics in which 
free diagnostic services and 
treatment are available for 
victims of rheumatoid arth¬ 
ritis and cancer.
